May Suit the Packers. 


“Doubtless it suits the packers, who 
object to a thoroughgoing inspection, 
much better than the senate a m e n d ­ 
ment. and I have no 
doubt that not 
only the packers, btu their allies in 
business and those stoekgrowers who 
are influenced by th em would prefer 
it. 
But I a m convinced it would, in 
the long run be a heavy blow to the 
fonest stock raisers and

J should slvn it as working a certain 
slight im provement over tho present 
law; but, if so, I should accompany it 
bv a m em o ra n d u m explicitly stating 
how grave 
the defects were 
and I 
cannot even promise 
to sign it, be­ 
cause the provisions (about the courts 
as well us about other m atters) a p ­ 
se had that, in my opinion, if they b d 
been deliberately designed to prevent 
the- rem edying of the evils complained 
of. they could not have been worse. 
“ It seem s 
to me that 
Hie surest 
w'ay to keep our foreign trade from 
us, and, indeed, our interstate trade 
likewise in a thoroughly 
unsatisfac­ 
tory condition, and to prevent its re­
